"Gypsy" Rodney Smith was bom 


79 years ago in England in a gypsy 
tent, the son of a clothespin peddler. 
Today Gypsy is a world famous evan- 
gelist visiting the United States for 
the 36th time.

His deep black eyes are about 
what you would expect. But the soft 
spoken mellow voice, Oxford accent, 
cultured

clothes suggest a prosperous mem- 
ber of the British gcnetry. He doesn't 
look a day over sixty, Gypsy is here 
on the invitation of the Greater New 
York Federation of Churches. With 
him is his wife. "She's as young as 
I am," he sa^s. She was 26 when 
they were married last year. When he 
is through preaching in New York 
Gypsy will make a barnstorming lour 
across country. A quiet preacher, Gy- 
psy Smith ends cacli sermon by sing- 
ing a solo in a high, clear tenor. 


"There arc more crank religious

2. The Russians have chosen pre- 


cisely the right moment to attack the 
Finns—a moment that should guarante 
success in the shortest possible time. 


3. If the Finns give in quickly, the 


Russians might well be disposed to al- 
low them to hold nominal indepen- 
dence subject to Russian military and 
economic domination. This 
probable course of events.

4. If tl^e Finns hold out too long, 


the Russians would establish a pro- 
tectorate at the end of the struggle, 
re-incorporating Finland into Russian 
territory, much as Germany treated 
Czcchslovakia. 


5. The only immediate hope of the 


Finns is a successful counter

tack on Leningrad 
from the air. 


If they coulld possibly hold out against 
the Russians until January, the Rus- 
sian army might be caught in the 
mucK- of Uie usual January thaw.

Furthermore, u Russian attack on 


Finland is most advantageous from the 
Russian point of view in the month 
of December, because the marshes and 
lakes of south and central Finland arc 
frozen hard enough to sustain motor 
transport and infantry troops. 


Snowfall is nol yet heavy enough 


to impede progress, and above all the 
usual January thaw is slill ahead. Thai 
means Ihe Russians can threaten from 
the air first, as they arc doing, in 
the hope the Finns will quickly give 
in. But. if they should resist further, 
the Russians could spread a huge 
army across a wide front and overrun 
the Finns with u motorized attack 
similar to the one used by the Ger- 
mans against the Poles.

Area Is in Revolt 


Trade Agreement Pol- 


icy of 
Democrats 


Abroad Is Fought 


WASHINGTON — One of the most 


wohtafcly political sections of the coun 
try. this Rocky Mountain states, has 
turned solidly against the administra- 
tfon's trade agreement program to the 
great discomfort of Democrats 
who 


feel they will need that territory in 
1940. 


The rebellion has been most mark- 


ed since negotiations were opened for 
treaties with Argentina and Chile. 
These two countries produce a list 
Ot 
good-- which matches 
item 
for 


item the production of the Rocky 
Mountain area and Middle West. 


"It is all right to be a good neigh- 


toi\" said Senator Adams of Colorado, 
"but every concession made by the 
United States hurts my state and its 
neighbor states." 


Adams is a Democrat. The bulk of 


ether senators from the Mountains 
are Democrats. Yet they have ap- 
peared almost in masse against the 
very corcessiuns which tne admin 


• istration will have to make in order 


to shake loose any additional trade 
with Chile and Aregntina. 


' 
Elections Involved 


Fotn1 important democratic senators. 


Wheeler .of Montana, Fittman of Ne- 
vada, Ashurst o£ Arizona and King 
of Utah, are up for re-election in the 
Rocky Mountain west. Administration 
leaders probably would gu a long way 
to rescue at least two from any harm 
that the new agreements might de- 
.liver. .These are Fittman. chairman 
of the Seriate Foreign Relations com- 
mittee, and Ashurst. who is chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary committee. 


But these four and other mountain 


members have risen against the pro- 
posed new agfreement with Chile. 
Thirty-eight per cent of Chile's popula 
tion is engaged in agriculture.. Only 
20:per cent of her exports are agricul- 
tural, but they were especially hard 
hit by the war. Germany was buying 
huge quantities. Now I of course, she 
buys none. Chile's harvest will be- 
gin soon and there will he no Ger- 
man ships to pick up her surplus- 
es, i 


Copper Causes Trouble 


Tlie big yell from the Rocky Moun- 


tain section has been over copper. 
Next to the United States, Chile is 
'the world's largest copper producer. 
£he ships a great deal of copper to 
England. Almost as much comes to 
the United States under a peculiar 
arrangement that has split the copper 
industry 
in this country into two 


ranks. 


American companies, notably An- 


aconda and Kennicott, own the major 
producing mines of Chile. They would 
be benefited by a lowering of -the 
four-cents-a-pound excise tax on for- 
eign copper. On the other hand they 
would not be hurt if it remained 
as it is, for they have copper to mine 
on both side of the "barrier." 


•But hundreds 
cf 
little American 


companies, hosts of them in the Rocky 
Mountain area, want no foreign com- 
petition and- they have put the heat 
on their congressional delegations to 
tight any concessions that will bring 
more Chilean copper into the United 
States market. 


.As a matter of fact the bulk of the 


Chilean copper which does come into 
the United States pays no excise tax 
hut is simply refined and converted 
into manufactures for export. The tax 
applies only to that part which is 
sold on the domestic market. That 
,'ititaiicn doesn't satisfy domestic cop- 
per producers, however. And they 
claim they feel the impact of lower- 
cott Chilean copper. 


Government trad; experts foresee 


some chance that the war demand for 
copper will remove part of th&ir trou- 
bles. If a really active war demand 
develop::, both domestic copper and 
Chilean copper will find a market.
